TIMBER TRESPASSES. - 


Action to be Taken Against Califore 
nia and Oregon Offenders. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—The Seo 
retary of the Interior has requested the 
_Attorney- 
States District Attorneys in California 
and Oregon to proceed criminally 
against trespassesrs on the forest reser- 
vations of the United States. 

Heretofore there has been some doubt 
among the attorney under what law 
such trespassers could be prosecuted, 


the law passed in 1875, which prescribes 
a fine of not over $500 and imprison- 
ment of not over one year for each 
trespass. 

The primcipal trespassers in the 
Western States are the sheep and cattle 
men who drive their herds onto the 
government land and crush down. or 
‘burn the underbrush which holds back 
the melting.snows of the spring, caus- 
ing disastrous freshets. It is 4 
source of damage that the depa 
ment is desirous of putting an end to, 
Another class of timber trespassers, 
those in which the wood is actually 
stolen for use or sale, are more preva- 
lent around the Western Great Lakes 
than on the Pacific Coast.
